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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

The election/restriction requirement is withdrawn at this time. All claims present in the 
application at this time read on the embodiment of Figure 6. The claims are not generic, 
however, since Figures 7, 8A and 8B are still considered to be a separate species. 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete the embedded 
hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 608.01 . 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification does not provide support for ceiling interface 240 or a "rod supporting 
tubular member". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the two additional cord 
lock members must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

5. Claims 5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In these claims, the "cork" hook members cannot be understood at this time. For 
purposes of examination, it is assumed that these are "cord" hook members. Correction 
is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 
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7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a display system including 
cords, tubular members (having cylindrical shape, two apertures, and slots), cord locks, 
cord hooks, floor anchors, and a display as specifically arranged and connected as 
described in claim 1 or 5 or 9.
